MISCELLANEOUS. 


Rev. J. Howard Stough, Ph. D., having been elected to a pro- 
fessorship in the new State Normal School, Chadron, Neb., and 
moving into the bounds of Nebraska Synod, submits letter to our 
Synod from the Synod of Kansas, bearing date April 22nd, 1911. 
The same was received by your President and Dr. Stough's name 
was ordered placed upon our Synodical roll. 

Rev. S. W. Young received a call to the Tekamah pastorate, and 
on the sth of March took charge of the work there. He has 
served in this field as pastor since that date, although he still 
retains his membership in the California Synod, from whence he 
came. He states that he desires to withdraw from the work, but 
on the earnest request of the good people in the churches there, he 
has promised to remain until another pastor can be secured. 

Rev. George Trostle, of Lynchburg, Va., received and accepted a 
call to the South Sioux and Hubbard pastorate, and took charge 
January Ist, 1911, and resigned on July Ist, 1911. He has not sub- 
mitted his letter of dismissal from the eastern Synod to the Ne- 
braska Synod. 


The work of Havelock being largely German and the congrega- 


tion composed of German-speaking people, and in consideration of 
the following letter to the Friedens congregation by Pastor Heiner, 
“As the Traveling Secretary of the German Home Missions, Rev. 
G. K. Wiencke, has arrived, I have turned over the Friedens con- 
gregation to said Home Missionary,” and in consideration of the 
following resolution of the trustees of said church, “ Resolved, 
that we ask the President of Nebraska Synod to dismiss Friedens 
(Salem) congregation at Havelock, Neb., to the German Synod,” 
and on the advice of our Western Secretary of Home Missions, 
Dr. Ludden, I recommend a letter of dismissal be granted this 
congregation to the German Nebraska Synod. 

Mr. John Sorensen, having received a call from the congrega- 
tion, Potter, Neb., and presenting himself before his congregation, 
asked ordination. Under advice of some of the older members 
of Synod arrangements were being made for the examination of

r. Sorensen by our Synodical Examining Committee and also the 
dination service to follow, when objection was raised by one of 
e brethren on the ground of unconstitutionality. With many of 
e brethren concurring and on the ardent plea of Mr. Sorensen 
and his people, and in consideration of the location of this church 
ar away from any other field, making it difficult to secure a 
ar ordained minister in case of necessity, we gave ad interim 
to this brother, dated December zist, 1910, to September 
goth, 1911. Brother Sorensen is here to be regularly examined by 
r committee, and if found worthy, to appear for ordination at 
hands of this Synod.

| I wish to mention the fact that several churches have liberally 
ceeded the apportionment, and the majority of the vacant 
ghurches have either met the full amount, or almost reached it, 
while many churches with regular pastors seem to think they have 
e their full duty, if they just meet the apportionment. On the 
e, however, the laymen are beginning to realize they are 
ly stewards, and with proper education, and urging on the part 
f our pastors, the Synod’s whole apportionment should hereafter 
met. But the strong churches must learn that they should help 
weak ones.

Historian’s Report. 


Your Historian submits the following report of his work as 
governed by the action of Synod a year ago: This action was that 
the Publication Committee should act also as a finance committee 
and secure advanced sales of the work and to hold over, for one 
year, the publication of the History, or until such sales will cover 
the expense of publication. The histories of the respective congre- 
gations, with few exceptions, were completed and in type-written 
form and presented at Synod a year ago for review by the re- 
spective pastors and lay delegates. But the action of Synod a 
year ago placed the Historian where he must stand and wait till the 
Publication and Finance Committees have done their work as then 
specified. Moreover the individuals appointed a year ago to write 
up Midland College, the Western Theological Seminary, the Young 


People's Societies, and the Woman's Home and Foreign Missionary 


Society have not yet done their work. We very much regret this 
delay. It increases the work of the Historian, as the histories of 
all the congregations now written must be brought up to date 
and creates some expense every year. The expenses of the past 
year are, and bill of same is herewith submitted:

© Trustees of Nachusa Home would report that since the last 
meeting of Synod the work has gone forward at Nachusa, the 
building then under construction has been completed and was 
fo y dedicated May 18th, 1911. It was a day of: great joy. It 
gave us much needed room to properly care for our homeless ones 
and ta reach out and take in others who were crying to come in, 
uncon of their need, but destitute or orphaned children. It 
was a Joyous day, because we could dedicate free from debt. Just 
a few things that we yet need with this new building. When we 
dedicated we needed a gas and water plant; the gas plant has come, 
is installed, and paid for; the water plant, with proper sewer 
system, will come, for God will answer the cry of His children 
and open somebody's heart to help us in our need. This new build- 
ing gives us room now for forty children. The forty-acre farm, 
workef mainly by our own orphaned family under the wise direc- 
tion of our splendid Superintendent and his wife, is a very great help 
in the support of the family. We have a very successful and help- 
ful poultry yard, an excellent dairy and a good farm. The report, 
month by month, shows what a large part they take in the support 
of our big family at the Home. 
The time of Rev. Luther P. Ludden as trustee expires this year. 
In answer to the appeal for the Primary Department of our Sun- 
day toward the debt at Nachusa, the following gave at least 
one dollar for the Primary Department: Hardy, Rising City, Teka- 
mah, St. Mark’s, Omaha; Grace, Omaha; Kountze Memorial, 
Omahg; Yutan, North Platte, Waverly, Sidney, West Point, Potter, 
McCosl Junction, Bruning, Ponca, Beatrice, Homer, Grace, Lincoln;

Report of the Trustees of Tabitha Home. 
Gent and Brethren: 
Tabitha Home has had a long and eventful career. Few institu- 


— have such a record of helpful ministry, of struggles and of 


umphs. 
In conducting a charitable institution there is more work and 
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worry than most people think. The most thankless task one can 
undertake is to minister to the indigent aged. At the same time 
one cannot busy his hands and heart in a nobler and more necessary 
work. Even if it does exact untold sacrifices and require infinite 
patience, it is the Master’s own work. If we were to neglect this 
work or give it meagre and indifferent support the sting and shame 
of such selfish and heartless indifference would lash us through 
the countless ages to come. Having once gotten under the need 
of Tabitha Home we can illy drop the care of it as long as it is 
in our power to do so. 

In spite of the heavy financial burden breaking the back and 
crippling the influence of the Home, the continued support, interest 
and confidence of the Church is expected as a matter of course. 

The present debt is approximately $38,000.00, having been re- 
duced about $8,000.00 in the past year. 

At present there are two deaconesses in the Home, Sisters Chris- 
tina and Ida, making more sacrifice and serving for less pay than 
any preacher in the land. 

There are now thirteen orphans in the home, and twenty-four 
aged men and women. During the entire year there were twenty 
orphans and thirty aged men and women. There are now ten beds 
occupied in the hospital. 

With a few exceptions the health of the inmates has been good. 

The Superintendent, Rev. M. Koolen, having accepted the pas- 
torate recently vacated by the Rev. J. F. Krueger, and being able 
to devote but half of his time to the work, will receive $40.00 per 
month, beginning with September. 

During the year many improvements have been made. A new 
gasoline engine has been installed, fire protection has been pro- 
vided, ng of the rooms replastered, a corner of the main build- 
ing rebuilt, a chicken yard and a hog lot fenced in, driveways 
graded — trees trimmed, and some cement work done. The 
—— — — to purchese 
two cows. 

There has been an abundance of fruit and vegetables grown on 
the place, and the collector, Mr. Berry, has brought in a half-dozen 
car loads of feed and provisions. 

The controversy over the legality of the liens still rages. The 
Home lost in the lower court and has appealed to the Supreme

missionary activities of the Nebraska Synod have not ac- 
complithed that degree of success satisfactory to the Advisory 
Board and we are confident that our report will bring disap- 
pointment to the Synod. However, if it will emphasize a need so 
glaringly evident to many of us, move this body to a complete 
transigrmation or reorganization of our Home Mission work, a 
good gurpose will be subserved. We desire greater progress in the 
future} and no failures, and when a field is occupied and nothing 
is atcprplished in one, two or three years, the authorities of 
Synod should make an investigation, seek out the cause, and remedy 
the ty. We are too prone to save the feelings of men re- 
gar of the loss of the field. We beg to report the following 
facts rding conditions on the field: 
Beemer—Wisner: This is as yet an unoccupied field. Rev. L. J. 
powell the successful pastor at West Point, has made some inves- 
tigatiog, and reports sufficient interest in our English Lutheran 
Church to organize a church, stronger than some which the Synod 
is alréady cultivating and maintaining. He states, however, that 
the time is not altogether ripe to perfect an organization at either 
point. _We commend Brother Powell’s missionary spirit, and we 
recommend that the care of these two points be entrusted to him 
the coming year and that any expense which may be incurred, over 
that provided on the field, in the development of the work be paid 


$150.08 per year. On May Ist, 1912, it is the intention of this mis- 
sion ti become self-sustaining. The benevolences of Grace church 
have advancing, this year making a larger contribution to 
the rtionment than ever before. 

ing: This mission reports a present membership of 76 and 
an engoliment in the Sunday school of 125, an active teacher-train- 
ing B e class numbering 23 members, and a thriving missionary 
band. The mission raised for all purposes during the year, includ- 
ing $50.00 for a cemetery, $2,850.00. H. C. Bixler is the mis- 
sion and is always hopeful in his work. 
Wilter: This mission is located in a county seat of about 1,100 
ple which is noted for its materialistic temper, which makes 
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it a very difficult field, but one of very great need. Rev. J. A. Lowe 
is the faithful pastor and appreciates the experience which causes 
the mental condition of the people from Bohemia. Several Prot- 
estant churches have been discontinued and at this time Brother 
Lowe is the only resident pastor. It is our profound conviction 
that the light of God’s Truth should be kept burning in this place, 
and as we have here a good church and parsonage property and an 
earnest, devoted pastor, we should give this work our earnest moral 
support. 

Pawnee: Efforts were made during the year to resurrect this 
work and put a man in the field. Brothers Badger and Berg made 
a canvass and arranged for a summer supply. But the supply 
could not be secured and the plans could not be carried out. There 
are good people in Pawnee who want the church revived and de- 
sire a pastor. 

Havelock: Rev. Heiner, pastor. This work proceeded down- 
ward. Pastor Heiner turned what remained of the work over to 
the German brethren and our English work is no more. We re- 
joice, however, that the work has been saved to our General Synod, 
and that prospects point to the development of a great church 
under the care and culture of the German Nebraska Synod. | 


St. Matthew's, Omaha: Rev. G. W. Snyder, pastor. It will be 
remembered that the Advisory Board reported this work last year 
under the name of “Trinity”. During the year on consideration 
that the old Kountze Memorial Mission in the south part of town 
was conducted under the name St. Matthew's and other consider- 
ations the church was organized with the name St. Matthew’s. 
This church adopted a constitution, submitted the same to Synod, 
with an application for membership. By action of this Synod 
yesterday, October 12th, this new mission was received and given 
a place on our Synodical roll. This mission has a fine field, and 


with a membership of 20 to begin with and a Sunday school aver- 


aging 80 to 90 during the year, the prospects are good for success.

This has proved true. Dr. Yerian has truly done a great work in 
this field, as his report shows. During the year he has received 
59 new members, and has a catechetical class of 40 under instruc- 
tion at the present time. Over $5,000.00 has been raised and ex- 
pended in the work this year. The new church was completed and 
dedicated. The pastor’s salary was raised twice, and every cent 
of benevolences was forwarded to the Treasurer of Synod on the 
week following Easter Sunday. The Sunday school enrolls 250 
pupils, and a thriving Mission Band encourages the pastor’s heart. 
The secret of success in this case lies in work; this you will under- 
stand when you hear that Rev. Yerian made 364 calls during the 
month of September. In all the missionary work of the Synod 
there is none more hopeful than St. Luke’s, South Omaha. 

The Advisory Board recognizes the need of a Synodical Super- 
intendent, and we pray that the Synod this year will arrange for 
this work, and as soon as convenient a man be placed in the field 
for the one specific purpose of giving supervision over our churches, 
supplying vacancies, giving encouragement and assistance to our 
missionaries, and aiding congregations vacant to secure pastors.

Neither do we 
believe in too strong a central power, which takes away the direct- 
ness of the work and hence much of the interest.

2 Superintendent could not do much more than make general visits. 
or in other words travel and give possibly a little cheer and gen- 
eral good-wishes of the General Board. Contrariwise, the com- 
mittee does believe that the absolute need is a Superintendent that 
will stay Jong enough at one place to really do something. Ac- 
lcordingty the following recommendations are offered for your 
‘consideration : 
ti Realizing the great need of extending the work of Christ in our 
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prosperous State, which is a prolific field for our beloved Church, 
and seeing the importance of strengthening many weak places 
which might be made strong by proper nurture and management, 
we believe that the Church of Jesus Christ has a legitimate busi- 
ness side as well as a spiritual, and that if we would have the 
higher success, an increase of which the Scriptures speak as “a 
hundredfold,” we must use the same alertness and commonsense 
business tact as in any legitimate earthly business. Accordingly 
we recommend: 

ist. That a Synodical Superintendent be secured as soon as a 
suitable person can be obtained. 


ad. That this Synod apportion each communicant member 50 


cents per year for Synodical Treasury and Synodical Mission Fund, 
from which treasury the Synodical Superintendent shall secure 
his remuneration. But the general apportionment shall not ex- 
ceed $2.00 per year. This, however, does not imply that such a 
Synodical Superintendent shall not endeavor to secure all the aid 
possible for this agency of the Church, from direct donations; 
but rather that there may be a sure place of support that the work 
need not be hampered. 

3rd. That all the money secured by the Synodical Superintendent, 
either by direct donations or from congregations or missions he 
may serve, shall be turned into the Treasury from whence his sup- 
port comes. 

4th. That at least for the first year the salary of such an officer 
shall not exceed $1,200.00 and house rent, or $1,500.00, should such 
a person pay his own house rent. The natural expense of carrying 
on the work is not to be included in the above figures.

This 
addition to our cluster of buildings has been erected and fur- 
ed within the limits of the amounts given for it by those whose 
a. it bears, $20,000.00. It is a splendid structure for the money, 
is already being made a valuable and practical asset in the 
wark of Midland College. Beside the Library and Assembly Hall, 
the building also houses on its first floor the college museum. New 
inftrest is taken in this as well as the Library, and new gifts are 
ing in for these departments. The dedication services of the 
building were made a special feature of the last commence- 
ment season, an entire afternoon being given to this occasion. 
This building with its endowment fund represents an addition of 
$3§}000.00 to the value of the college plant, which with the Semi- 
may now be estimated in total valuation at $190,000.00. 
year the total attendance of the institution was not as high 
had been for several years, there being less than 150 listed 
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for the year. There were six graduates from the College, seven 
from the Academy, four from the Music department and two from 
the Theological department. This fall the attendance shows an 
increase over the same period of last year and it is hoped that the 

will prove better in showing of attendance. The greatest 
problem of the College is, how to secure an attendance worthy of 
our efforts. The help of the pastors is needed here as nowhere 
else. They can do much for the College in leading their young 
people toward their own institution. The College is fully recog- 
nized by the State Board of Education, and by all first-class insti- 
tutions of Church and state. The faculties are able and doing up- 
to-date and harmonious work, and are worthy of the confidence 
of the Church. The institution has adequate provision for twice 
or three times the number of students present in every department. 
Shall we not unite our energies to accomplish this end? 

The work of the Field Secretary, Rev. W. T. Kahse, has been 
very helpful in raising the fund for the improvements called for a 
year ago, there having come into the treasury over two thousand 
dollars in this fund. While there are many ways beside in which 
the work of the Secretary has already been felt for good, and 
many seeds have been planted in his scwing that will not fail of 
a rich harvest. His continuance in the work is greatly to be de- 
sired. 

Your Trustees recommend : 

1. That the Synod highly esteems the work accomplished at Mid- 
land College during the past year, and earnestly commends the 
interests of the school to the churches.

Report of the Committee on Beneficiary Education. 


our committee would report the following: 

i) Pursuant to the action of your Synod last year, the committee 
has given aid to four young men who have been pursuing work in 
and College and in its Theological department. 
artin Mortensen satisfactorily did the work of a Junior in 
college. He received $125.00 during the year and asks for the 
e amount for the coming year. 
ph Weissmiller graduated from the college regularly and 
upon the study of theology this fall. He received $125.00, 
asks for the same amount the coming year. 

Hershey finished the work in the Junior year and enters 
the Senior year this fall. He received $125.00, and asks for 
same amount. 


d Blessing is now pursuing the work of the second year 
e Seminary. He asks for the same amount this year as last, 
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The committee recommends that each of these four young men 
receive these amounts asked for. 

A new application has been received. Earnest Mortensen, of 
Wolbach, comes well recommended by his pastor as a worthy 
young man. He has satisfied the committee of his worthiness for 
aid. He enters college doing some work in the Freshman year, 
though he is classified as a Senior im the academy. President 
Troxell endorses his application. The committee recommends that 
he be received on the funds of the Synod for the amount of $75.00. 

To meet these appropriations aggregating $575.00, it will be nec- 
essary not only to maintain the apportionment at its present amount 
of 20 cents, but also for each pastor not to fail to see to it that 
his share of the apportionment reaches the hands of the Treasurer 
very early in the school year. We would call attention to the un- 
necessary carelessness in this matter in the past. 

2. Two years ago the committee pressed the demands of Synod 
that those beneficiaries not having completed their course of 
preparation for the holy office return to the Synod the funds they 
have used. Some success was then attained in this direction. 
Your commitiee would report that Mr. John Poot has not yet re- 
funded such moneys so used. We ask for instructions as to the 
whereabouts of this young man and what should be done in the 
matter. 

3. Your committee has persistently sought to keep in closer touch 
with the young men under their charge. We desire to ascertain 
whether the churches’ funds are bringing the results which should 
be secured. To this end the following questions have been pre- 
pared, to be answered by the beneficiaries and countersigned by 
the President of the College, and are in addition to the faculty 
report already made out: 

What is your method of preparation for class and your plan of 
study 

Have you encountered any special trials or difficulties in your 
general student life since the last report? 

Have your tuition and college dues been paid up to date? 

Have you any outstanding debts? 

The following questions will serve to indicate the things nec- 
essary for healthy spiritual growth and proper development of 
Christian character:

Report of Delegates to General Synod. 

¢ Forty-fifth Biennial Convention of the General Synod was 
held in Luther Place Memorial Church, Washington, D. C., June 
7-14, 1911. Several features conspired to make it one of the best 
and most significant of all conventions of the Synod. The many 
attractions of the city, the hearty welcome by all the Lutheran 
churdhes, fourteen in number, the special reception by the women 
of er Place Memorial, the trip to Baltimore at the dedication 
of Motherhouse by the favor of the Deaconess Board, the fine 
fraternal spirit and brotherly love that permeated all the sessions 
and deliberations of the convention, the high-water mark set in all 
the of lines of work and the new movements introduced made the 
conveation epoch-making. K.K. 

All the sessions were held in the audience room of the Luther 
Place church. The many side rooms furnished excellent accommo- 
dati for secretaries, reporters, committees on special work, 
and fer the display of the Publication Society and the post-office 
accommodations. Music was furnished by the different Lutheran 
choirs} of the city. 

Thej opening sermon was preached by the retiring President of 
Syn Rev. Harlan K. Fenner, D. D., from the theme: “ The 
Servimg Christ.” He presented the characteristics of the age in 
which we work and the spheres of our service as a Church, the 
sphere! of intellectualism, of civic righteousness and of spiritual 
service 
. The Synod organized by the election of the following officers 
| for thé ensuing two years: Rev. J. B. Remensnyder, D. D., LL. D. 
4 New Work City, President; Rev. Frank P. Manhart, D. D., Selins- 
1 grove, Pa., Secretary, and Mr. George H. Knollenberg, Richmond.

The great branches of the work of the Synod are entrusted to 
the oversight of the different Church Boards. The following dis- 
play will show the progress made during the biennium in each of 
these several departments: The Board of Foreign Missions reported 
as the receipts of the two years the sum of $111,260.00 on appor- 
tionment, an increase of $15,037.00 over the previous biennium and 
A total of $212,260.00. Eleven Synods were on the honor roll of 

* which four own Synod is one. The Board oversees the work of 

42 missionaries from the homeland and 728 native workers. In 

India there is work being done in 777 villages and in 526 of these 

there are congregations. The native church numbers 40, 108 mem- 
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bers or an increase of 2,043. Most encouraging work was done in 
the African field, showing the wisdom and foresight of those who 
refused to surrender up this work to heathenism a few bienniums 


ago. 

The Board of Home Missions reported a receipt of $115,287.00 
on apportionment and a total of $170,308.00, or an increase of $53,- 
74600. During the two years 27 missions became self-supporting 
and 38 new fields were entered. 204 now receive aid. Work was 
begun in four new districts, each almost boundless in extent— 
North Dakota, Texas, Washington State, and Saskatchewan, 
Canada. 

The Board of Church Extension reported a total income of $197,- 
912.00. An encouraging feature of this work is seen in the number 
of missions having returned their loans; 41. Thirty-three were 
aided by loans and 296 by donations. While the Board does not 
press the repayment of loans, yet what a work could be done if 
the $300,000.00 now tied up in this way could be used by the Board 
for entering new fields. The assets of the Board are $752,918.00, 
or a growth of $08,041.00. 

The Board of Education aided seven institutions of learning; 
the receipts not having been deemed sufficient to lend aid to the 
India college. $63,628.00 was received on apportionment, being 
69 per cent, and a gain of $5,185.00 over the previous biennium. 
The total receipts for this cause were $93,360.00. 


The Deaconess Board reports a total from all sources of $34,- 


271.00, or 69 per cent of the apportionment. The new feature of 


the work of this Board was the completion of the fine new Mother- 
house at Baltimore and the introduction of such new features into 
the work as the new equipment made possible. 


Reports from the other charitable and educational organizations 


in the Church, the Orphanages, the Home for the Aged, the Pastors“ 
Fund, the Publication Society, and Inner Mission Work, all indi- 


cated that these noble interests are intrusted to capable hands. 
They were such as to give the greatest encouragement for under- 
taking bigger things for the future. | 
Fraternal delegates from other bodies were most cordially re- 
ceived and heard with interest. Rev. J. A. Whitteker, D. D. 
represented the General Council; Rev. Daniel Burghalter, D. D., 
the Reformed Church in the United States, and Rev. C. A. Freed, 
D. D., came as the fraternal delegate from the United Synod of 
the South. To each of these the President of Synod made a 
happy response, and it should be added that, in view of the clear 
statement of the position of the General Council by Dr. Whitteker, 
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— 


a li ement clearly enunciated was made in response. With 
all this the words were most brotherly. 

Encodragement and support was given to the newer movements 
of gur Church, the Laymen’s Movement and the Brotherhood. 
Many of the delegates from the latter had come to Washington 
for their own convention which just preceded, and remained for 
the Gemeral Synod. The Brotherhood reported 250 organizations 
with approximately 12,000 members. A recommendation was passed 
calling for the co-ordination of these two movements in such a 
way as to bring them before the Church as one combined effort. 

The ‘Sunday School Committee reported 1,679 schools, with 
27,536 officers and teachers and 260,497 scholars, an increase of 
26,270 during the biennium. The great progress in plans and 
methods of doing Sunday school work was recognized as a call 
to larger effort along these lines. Some serious charges were 
brought against some of the new literature being published, though 
in the main the new literature was approved. The new Teacher- 
Training System was especially urged upon every pastor of Synod. 

Thera has been an increase of $86,010.00 in the benevolences of 
the Church, as against an increase of $49,556.00 the previous bien- 
nium. | total contributions of the Church aggregated $5,607,- 
322.00. The value of all properties has increased $1,344,823, and 
the baptized membership 19,230. 

The ‘apportionment for the coming two years is laid at $1.36 
per member instead of $1.31 before. The items increased are as 
followst Pastors’ Fund, og, General Synod ot and the Deaconess 
Board 01. 

A resolution was presented and adopted looking to the unifica-

The mext meeting of the General Synod will be held in St. Mark's

not to gxceed $2.00 per diem if delegate pays entire cost of enter- 
tainment ; $1.00 if entertained on Harvard plan.

, portance, never in the history of the Church has this branch of her 
work received such painstaking attention on the part of aggressive 
Christian workers. 

All along the line we learn of unusual activity and most suc- 
cessful results.

: Day, Cradle Roll, Normal and Teacher-Training Classes, Home 

| Department, House to House Visitation, Missions, Summer 

School for Sunday school workers is significant of the aroused 

interest and devotion to the more perfect study of the word. 

We regret that the Sunday schools of this Synod were not more 
largely represented at the State convention. 

A comparison of the reports of this year with those of last year, 
if not a cause for congratulation, may at least be interesting and 
instructive. We now have 44 schools, two less than last year, but 
an increase of 30 officers and teachers, and 141 scholars over last 
year. 

There are now 21 Young People’s Societies of the Synod, an in- 
crease of one over last year. Last year we had a decrease of one. 

A State Luther League was organized at Fremont in July, with 
a goodly number of Societies present. This is a move in the right 
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In the increase campaign of the Christian Endeavor Societies in 
this State, there has been an increase of 241. What is the reason 
our urch does not have more? The State Silver Jubilee Con- 
vention to be held at Lincoln, October 26-29, has upon its pro- 
gram some of the strongest men of nearly all the largest denomi- 
nations, Our own Church will be represented by Hori. Peter Gross- 
cup, Judge of the United States Circuit Court. 

We recommend: 

1. That our pastors urge their young people to attend this con- 
vention, and receive and inspiration for greater 
service. 

2. That the Sunday schools and Young People’s Societies of this 
Synod takt greater advantage of their opportunities to forge their 
way to the front, and thus give our Church her rightful place 
among the religious and denominational forces that are making for 
the adwancement of the kingdom.

Report of Committee on State of the Church. 

Our Lutheran religion, thoroughly evangelical, is an absolutely 
personal conviction of divine truth with a corresponding spiritual 
experience: “I in you.” 

Its possession is accordingly invisible to others except as its 
principles are exhibited by outward deeds: “By their fruits ye 
shall know them.” 

Thus purely individual in the acceptance of its obligation, its 
Principles may be naturally and rationally expected, and should 
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be wisely recognized and patiently endured, for the common spir- 
itual welfare: “ Judge not that ye be not judged.” 

Otherwise: narrowness, bigotry and exclusiveness would be 
developed which would tend to breed discord, hinder brotherly 
love, and co-operative labor for the extension of our Lord's king- 
dom: Love one another.” 

Jur own Synod, we believe, indorses these views, and while 
there may exist in our own ranks differences of opinions on minor 
matters, both in doctrines and practices, the utmost harmony and 
good-will prevails amongst our pastors and churches. For this 
happy state of affairs we are devoutly thankful. 

The few pastors who have submitted reports to your committee 
speak in the main most favorably of the work in their respective 
charges. Some of our churches have given up the mid-week prayer- 
meeting because of lack of attendance. Others speak of the slender 
attendance upon the public services and the difficulty in interest- 
ing catechumens in the study of the lessons. 

But all tell of large attendance on Communion occasions, es- 
pesially at Easter; parental faithfulness in presenting infants for 
baptism, and the increasing number of responses toward the benevo- 
lences of the Church at large. 

Probably the largest proportion of our churches, in the history 
of the Synod, reported having met their full quota of apportion- 
ment this past year. This is most convincing evidence that our 
people are growing in the spirit of liberality and intelligent in- 
terest in the work committed to our great denomination. We are 
sure that our Synod, on the whole, is making commendable prog- 
ress.

Christ came into this world with a purpose. That purpose was 
He might “bear witness of the Truth”.

Report of Delegate to General Convent ion. 


Minutes of the Seventeenth Biennial Convention of the Woman's 
Home and Foreign Missionary Society of the General Synod have 
been more completely issued, more widely spread and more gener- 


ally perused this year than ever before, on account of their having 


been published in the July issue of the Lutheran Woman's Work. 

The convention was held in the First English Lutheran church, 
Dr. S. S. Waltz, pastor, and all the dignity of the full Lutheran 
service was observed throughout the convention; each of the seven 
English Lutheran pastors participating. This, with the careful 
forethought of our hosts in providing every conceivable conveni- 
ence and all true Kentucky hospitality, made it quite impossible 
to have desired anything more to make a convention ideal. The 
large banquet-hall, seating three hundred guests, was the place 
twice daily filled with delightful gatherings, renewals of old friend- 
ships and the forming of new ones. 

Most of the executive officers and committees were present. 
Business in the hands of the efficient President, Mrs. Willard 
Larkin, was dispatched with grace and expediency. All reports 
of committees and officers were printed and distributed. 

The convention papers were strong and varied in subjects. The 
theme used by the President was, “God is Working His Purpose 
Out.” She said, “ The history of the world has been the gradual 
unfolding of God's purpose. He had not begun the great events 
in the world’s history until the men and women fitted for the task 
were ready. We in America may feel that our ancestors were 
God’s chosen—that humanity was sifted before the men and women 
fitted to found the new country were discovered. And just as 
Americans enjoy greater privileges than the people of any other 
country or nation, just so are our responsibilities far heavier.” 

Rev. A. C. Miller, D. D., of Louisville, voiced the commendation, 
fraternal greetings and encouragement of the General Synod. 
“Not so long ago people worked for missions, because they said, 
We love Christ, but not the heathen.” To-day, women of the 
Christian world are beginning to look upon women of the heathen 
world as, in truth, their sisters; and were I an artist I would paint, 
in the greatest picture of the world, the cultured, intelligent, mod- 
ern Christian woman at the foot of the cross, with her arm about 
her dark-skinned sister, rescued from heathen thraldom and dark- 
ness.” 

Mrs. F. C. Karper, with your Nebraska delegate, held the floor of 
convention during Wednesday evening.

To gain the greatest good with the broadest though most eco 
ical expenditure of the funds entrusted to their care by the 
„seems to have to have been and to be the aim of our ex- 
ive officers in most instances. Hence the publishing of the 
inutes for 1911 as an issue of Lutheran Woman's Work. 

Our resolution to pool the General Convention’s delegates’ ex- 
was passed, almost unanimously, and your delegate attended 
a vention at a cost to the convention of $0.25 instead of $350 
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Notwithstanding the triumphant effort which gave pledges to 
the amount of $28,512.57 to the Jubilee Fund, the Society has had 
a hard struggle to meet its needs with the offerings of our women. 
And only by keen and competent management the biennium came 
out even, not behind. Although the same struggle awaits them 
now, unless more generous help is tendered during these two 
years, when the budget, $125,000.00, is to be continued. 

The reports show special work taken up by several of the Synod- 
ical Societies: the Maryland Synod supports Dr. Mary Baer in 
India; gives $500.00 a year toward the Clarksburg mission, and 
raised $10,000.00 for a Nurses’ Home Building in India. East 
Pennsylvania supports immigration work in Philadelphia port, and 
Miss Goodman in Africa, also raised $5,000.00 for Chirala Hos- 
pital. Pittsburgh Synod raised $1,000.00 for portable chapel for 
Home Missions; supports Crafton Mission and Miss Hesse in 
Africa. Northern Indiana gave $300.00 towards support of Kala- 
mazoo Mission. Northern Illinois offered the support of a pro- 
posed mission in Chicago. . 

Special commendation was given these Synods, and those like 
our own that endowed beds. 

The lack of promptness on the part of our auxiliaries in sending 
in their offerings has worked a hardship among our Home Mission 
stations. This ought not to be. 

A splendid table of literature was presented and it was visited 
between sessions quite popularly. Especially was your delegate 
interested in the Home Department weekly readings which are so 
well arranged by Mrs. Seebach, and in the volume put forth by 
our Publication Society, “ Missionary Heroes of the Lutheran 
Church”. The weekly readings are splendidly adapted for sup- 
plemental work in our monthly meetings; and no Lutheran home 
should be without a biography of such men as Ziegenbalg, Schwartz, 
Heyer, Harpster, Rowe, Day, Officer and Kinsinger. 

The picture sheets will be valuable to Band workers, and lantern 
slides of India and Africa missions, which can be rented, will pro- 
vide a good means for missionary entertaining and educating. 

In speaking on the subject, “ What Hinders the Home Depart- 
ment,” Mrs. Seebach did not express herself as regretting that there 
was no material increase in membership, as she considered that the 
devoted study of missions in the home made active members, and 
that advanced a part of the Home Department to the parent
